And to do this, let us first ask what are tin 


cliiufobjects ofour Government? They tire 
to iniiko us a wealthy nation, so that all ou 
people may Imvo an abundiinco of the ncccs 
sariojiuid couifoitioflifu; lo make its u power 
fu! notion, able to defend ourselves against nl 
iifigrcssitm on our right*; but abovo all to 
make uj a free nation, whoso people all enjoy 
their inalienable right to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. This lust is the peculiar 
nnd most important object of our Government 


vlt is the peculiar object, because it was the 


broid announcement of thu inalienable right 
of all men to liberty, with which our country 
launched itself upon the pea of political exist' 
cncc, mid which Inn distinguished it from nil 
others that unlit now, or have existed in the 
jinst. It is the most Important object, because 


• lilxirty in illicit* is the greatest blessing that 
man can enjoy, and because it best enables 
him to obtain nil oilier blessings. This was 
the belief of our father*, and this belief they 
promulgated in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and to .sustain it " pledged their lives 
their fortunes, and llioir sacred honors." Such 
vruro the objects which thoy sought in estab- 
lishing our Government, and which they ex- 
jire^ed in (ho Constitution, formed, as they 
said, " to establish justice, promote the gen- 
eral welfare, provide for the common defence, 
nnd sccura tha blessings of liberty to them- 
selves and (heir posterity." Tho union of iho 
several States is vnltmblu ami desirable, net 
0.1 an end of itself, but ns a.means of accom- 
plishing those, great objects. And it is be- 
cause thoy miiy be better accomplished with 
union, than without it, that it is and ought to 
Lc hold dear by the American people. 


Hut while union may aid in accomplishing 


those oljeclH, dlavory is necessarily destruc 
live mid fatal to them all. It prevents the 
"establishment of justice," because it is ilscll 
tha grossest nnd most monstrous injustice. 
Tlio yoico of tha civilized world has con- 
dcmned it, as nn inhuman outrage upon its 
victim. It cannot " promote the general wel- 
fare," because it is unjust, and injustice is.-i 
thu end, always injurious to either the indi- 
vidual or tlio nation that commit!) it. 
And 


•also bccausu it destroys llio'lovo.of liberty 
nnd thoBcnsu of justice in the master,—tho 
virtue, intelligence nnd love of country in the 
slave, and the industry of both; and what- 
ever has this cllect, must be destructive of 
" the general welfare," and cannot tund to 
promote it. 
, 'Slavery cannot help " lo provide for tho 
common defence," but is, on tho contrary, n 
source of fear and of danger in time of war. 


' It is so, because it creates among ns .in enemy 
phyticidly powerful, whoso intellectual and 


. 
moral mituru it lias degraded as far ns possi- 
ble, thus removing all sulf-roslniint, while it 
has intliuted on him outrages no cruel and 
ntrociou*, tlmt ho would lose hit titlu to 1m- 
iuan,nnturo, if, whan an opportunity was pre- 
sented, lie did not riso against us and wrcnk 
upon us a most terrible-' revenge. And the 
truth of .this has bean shown by our own his- 


: tory, nnd by tha history of all nations in which 
slavery has existed. 


It eiinnot tend to " secure the blowings of 


^liberty,"- because it destroys liberty. It de- 


stroys virtue, intullijsonco, industry, and tho 
sense of right and justice. And when these 
nro pone, liberty is not long in following after 
'them. Jefferson, who bad seen all the work- 
in •* of this institution, asked in reference to 
thii very subject, " Can tho liberties of n nn- 


' tion be thought soouro, when wo liava remov- 


ed their only firm basis—a conviction in the 
minds of tho people, (hat those liberties are 
tha gift of God,—that thoy cannot bo violated 
but with his wrath 5"' And wo might bring 
quotation after quotation from the founders 
of our Government, showing that they re- 
garded slavery nn an unmitigated curso both 
to tho iniwtor and slavo. And it was in ac- 
cordance with tins conviction, that while they 
.left it to the States where it then existed,.thoy 
' 'established tho policy of preventing its exten- 


sion, nnd prohibited it forever in tho territo- 
ries for which thoy vrcro culled on to legislate. 


. Bat'Jhoy Imvo passed from the stage of life.

They aro un- 
ites of Africa, and were ' kidnapped there, 
ind wore unlawfully transported to Culm, in 
violation of thu laws nnd treaties of Spain, 
nnd thu most solemn edicts and declarations 
of that.govurnmont. By thoso laws, treaties 
ind edicts, tho African slave trade is cntire- 
v abolished ; the dealing in that trade is 
deemed a bonious crime, and the negroes 
hereby introduced into tho dominions of 
innin, are declared lo bo tree, 
lluiz nnd 


uonte>! nro proved todiavc mado tho prcten- 
lud purchase of the negroes, with'a full know- 
krtijc of thu circumstances and so cogent nnd 
rrcsistiblu is tho evidence in'this respect, that 
ho District Attorney has .admitted in open 
ourt, urjon the record, that these negroes 
woro native Africans, and recently imported 
nlo Cuba, as alleged in their answer to tho 
ibols in thocaso.
